GENERAL HWANG HSING

Former resident of Media, who is
reported to have been killed in
China.

GEN. HWANG, INSURGENT
CHIEF, KILLED IN CHINA

Commander of First Army Well
Known Here From Media
Residence

Word was recelved in Philadelphia today
that General Hwang Hulng, commander of
China's first army, has been killed. The
news reached Chester In the form of a
cablegram.

General Hwang was well Known here on
Rocount of his two years' residence at a
beautiful estate on the outskirts of Media
He cama (o this country when Yuan Shi-kal
became President of China, and dared not
return, Yuan would have given §100,000 for
thr privilege of killing General Hwang

The General was one of China's deliver-
ers from the Manchus. He antedated Dr
Bun Yat Sen as & revolutionist, and even
when Doetor Bun rose to the ascendancy
In directing China’'s revolution. (Jeneral
Hwang's volce was almost as powerful. He
fell out with Doctor Sun after his caune
triumphed, and alse with Yuan, whom he
always msaild he placed in the Prealdency
Yukn's displensure made him floe for his
life. He came to SBan Francisco, then here

It will be remembered that when Yuan
wans agitating a restoration of China'w
maonarchical character, Genernl Hwang gave
out & neries of Interviewn in which he bit-
terly attacked the project. He was con-
sidering then a return to China, but kept
putting it off. Finally Yuan died, and Gen-
eral Hwang went back, becoming Immedl-
ataly aotlve In the counsels of the republic

The general was a delightfal man to
mest. Ha couldn't talk English, or at least
would not trust himself In the presence of
strangers, but he enjoyed giving Interviews
with the help of Interpreters, and of those
there was always 4 number around. He
would talk on anything, and had unusually
progreasive views on everything He
favored woman suffrage and the progres-
uive 2lde of everything that was brought up

H. H. Langsdale, Prominent

From Many Wounds

EASTON, Md., Oct. 31.—H. H. Langs-
dale was ahot and killed this morning in his
office by hin son, Bryan Langsdale, aged
about twenty years. The shooting was done
with a shotgun, the entire load of which
struck him in the amall of the back, from
which the blood fowaed In stroams  He was
rushed to the Emergedey Hospital, but died
a few minutes after reaching there, It in not
known whether the shooting was an accldent
or not, as they wera alone in the office,
Young Langsdale was arrested and lodged
in jmil

Mr. Langsdale was one of the leading
citisens of Easton, being a member of the
Kaston Utilities Cammission, also & member
of the board of directors of the hosplial. a
trustes of Calvary Methodist Church, The
tragedy caused the greatest excitement in
Easton.
